(h) the limits upto which the benefit of insurance 
cover will be available will be Rs, 10,000 and 
any amount in excess of Rs. 10,000 in the 
Fund shall be disregarded for the purpose of 
this extra benefits; 

(c) the benefit would be admissible only if the mem- 
ber of the service has pul in at least five years 
service at the time of his death"..

G.S.R. 2273 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Senior Gcstotner Operator, in the Ministry of Industry and Civil 
Supplies (Department of Industrial Development) namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (I) These rules may be called the Ministry of Industry and Civil Supplies, Department of Industrial 
Development (Scniot Gestetncr Operators) Recritment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and scale of pay; The number of the post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifications — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualificat ions for rcciuiiment and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications: No person; 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living or; 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriae with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the post. 

Provided that the Central Oovornment may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
persons and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to Relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving,— Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

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G S.R. 2281. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby n'.njGs 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the posts of Leading Fireman, Fireman and Pump-opcrator-cum-Mcchain c 
in the Port of New Tuticorin, Ministry of Shipping and Transport, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement; — (1) These rules may be called the Port of New Tuticorin (Leading Fireman, Fireman and Pump 
opcrator-cum-Mechanic) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay:—' The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc:— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid, 

5. Liability to serve in any Defence Service or post connected with the Defence of India : — Any person appointed to the post speci- 
fied in the said Schedule shall, if so required, be liable to serve in any Defence Service or post connected with the Defence of India, for a 
period of not Jess than four years including the period spent on training, if any : 

Provided that such person, 

(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years from the date of appointment ; 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining the age of forty years. 

6. Disqualification ; — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living , or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorcd in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

8 .Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cafegorics of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

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G.S-R 2282,— Tn exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Consti'u'ion, the President hereby makes 
tho following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the Class I posts of Deputy Conservator Harbour Master, Pilot and Traffic 
Manager in the Port of Now Tuticorin, Ministry of Shipping and Transport, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may bo called the Port of New Tuticorin (Deputy Conservator, Harbour Master 
Pilot and Traffic Manager) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — Tho number of the said posts, their classifica 1 ion tnd the scale of pay attached 
thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these ruios. 

3. Method of recruitment, ago limit and qualifications etc.— The method of recruitment, ago limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Sohodule aforesaid. 

4. Liability to serve in any Defence Service or post connected with the Defence of India. — Any person appointed to tho said posts 
shall, if so required, be liable to servo in any Defence Service or post connected with the Defence of India, for a period of not less than four 
years including the period spont on training, if any: 

Provided that such person, 

(a) shall not be required to servo as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years from the date of appointment ; 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to servo as aforseaid after attaining the age of forty years. 

5. Disqualification. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that such marriage is permissible undor the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exompt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to rolax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing and inconsultation with the Union Public Service Comtnisson, relax any of the provisions of these rulei 
with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in those rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of perons in accordance w ith the orders issued by the Central Go- 
vernment from time to time in this regard.
